1 . NOVELTY 

The subject-matter of claims 1-6 is novel over the available prior arts (article 33(2) PCT). 

2. INVENTIVE STEP 

The present invention relates to a DGPS (Differential Global Position System) service wherein DGPS RTCM 
data included in a broadcasting signal received by a digital broadcasting receiver is extracted and outputted 
so that a DGPS service can be obtained with only a GPS receiver, and location is calculated again using 
DGPS RTCM data in which the GPS receiver is extracted. 

Method and apparatus for DGPS service in the present invention is described in DKpage 10 line 12 - page 
11 line 11, Fig.3), D2(abstract, Fig.6-9) and D3(abstract, Fig. 1-6).
